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Governor eyes action 
as drought

H ere’s m ore bad news for thirsty 
California 
The Russian R iver may dry up by July 
1, leaving part of Sonoma and northern 
Marin counties holding em pty w ater 
pipes. 
T he g o v e rn o r is c o n s id e rin g a 
statew ide w ater rationing program . 
California’s drought, the result of lack 
of significant storm s for well over a 
month, w as gaining intensity today 
But there was also some good news. 
Southern and N orthern California of­ 
ficials w ere negotiating a tradeoff 
proposal whereby northern w ater pur­ 
chased by the south th at currently flows 
to Los Angeles and Orange County —the 
swim m ing pool capital of the world — 
would be diverted into parched M arin 
County. U nder the plan, the south would 
m ake up the difference with increased 
usage of Colorado R iver w ater 
However, the southern-based Califor­ 
nia W ater R esources Associations issued 
a blast at the north late W ednesday, 
blaming w ater shortages on m ism anage­ 
ment. They said M arin, in the forefront 
of rationing, contrived the scarcity as a 
way to keep down its population. 
The possibility of m andatory statew ide 
w ater rationing was mentioned by Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr late Wednesday. 
Even as Brown spoke, developers con­ 
tinued filling a mile-long lake recently 
dug for country club home buvers in Mis­ 
sion Viejo 


“ When people face bankruptcy and dis­ 
a ste r.” Brown said, “ they view with dis­ 
m ay the filling of swim m ing pools in 
Southern C alifornia and a lake for 
recreational purposes 


“ This state is facing a crisis and the 
sooner people realize it the better we 
will be able to deal with it.” Brown told 
newsm en following a two-hour m eeting

Gordon M iller, chief of the Sonoma 
County W ater Agency, issued the Rus­ 
sian R iver warning. 
“ If the surface flow of the river disap­ 
pears, our w ater production stops,” he 
said.

The Russian River w ater is stored in 
Lake Mendocino and if residents exer­ 
cise m oderation, the supply could be 
stretched into August, Miller said. 
After that, if the rains don’t com e, the 
w ater districts would have to rely on a 
proposal to sink deep wells down to 1,000 
feet in hopes of finding and tapping the

custom ers were beginning to adjust to 
new m andatory w ater restrictions laid 
down by the district. C ustom ers will 
have a penalty-free month to get used to 
the restrictions in Alam eda and Contra 
Costa counties, officials said, as more 
than 8.000 custom ers swam ped the dis­ 
tric t sw itc h b o ard w ith c a lls co m ­ 
plaining about the ration plan. 


It calls for an overall 25 per cent 
reduction in w ater use. Fam ilies are 
restricted — regardless of the num ber of 
m em bers — to a m axim um of 280 gallons 
each day. 


Penalties for over-consum ption would 
sta rt with a m inim um 50 per cent sur­ 
charge for w ater usage over the lim it to 
375 gallons a day and would escalate, 
proportionately, to a 1.000 per cent in­ 
crease for persons using m ore than 875 
gallons a day.

H ere a re su m m a rie s of opening 
statem ents: Sum m er — I want to give 
the taxpayers a voice on the board , want 
to put the district back on the track of 
basic education such as phonics and 
elim inate experim ental program s such 
as new m ath E arly Childhood Education 
is a trem endous drain on pocketbooks 
ind a dram on teacher resources The 
district’s $18 m illion budget is quite 
adequate without a tax increase. I'm for 
a sound education system stressing the 
basics 


Liss — I've worked for the past tnree 
years as a volunteer in the classroom 
and with Title 1 and E arly Childhood 
Education com m ittees. We as parents 
should becom e m ore involved in the 
schools 
ECE puts the em phasis back

Despite evidence of strong city of 
Lompoc opposition, the County Planning 
Com mission W ednesday indicated ap­ 
proval of the request of Suburban Rub­ 
bish Co. for a perm it to allow a company 
truck storage, m aintenance and shop 
operation on S tate Highway 1. north of 
the Lompoc city entrance* 
The com m ission, after voting 7-3 to 
reject a motion to deny the company 
request at a public hearing, then voted 
unanimously to have staff draw up a 
proposed conditional use perm it for con­ 
sideration Feb. 25. 
The proposed perm it to be voted on 
then will be a “ tem porary” one for a 
five-year period, with a one-year review, 
and adequate provision for screening 
C o m m i s s i o n e r C a r o l C a s h of 
Vandenberg Village had moved to deny 
the perm it request of F red and Doris 
Black, and cited letters from Lompoc 
Mayor Eugene Stevens and several city 
council m em bers, and the Lompoc Plan­ 
ning Com mission as evidence of keen 
city concern over having a rubbish com ­ 
pany complex near the city ’s north 
gateway. 
“ 1 am in sym pathy with the city’s 
position,” said M rs Nash 
The city officials had pointed out the 
property som e 1,800 feet north of the 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road intersection was 
judged to be in the city ’s sphere of in­ 
fluence, and represented a land use in­ 
com patible with the area 
The city officials also took the stand 
the com pany facility should go into an in­ 
dustrial area after it was noted a portion 
of the property sought is zoned for single­ 
family residential in addition to highway 
com m ercial 
City planners rapped the intended use 
as being “ in conflict w ith the city 
b eautification effo rts for the north 
entrance to the city .” 
But Planning D irector B ritt Johnson 
said “ staff doesn't find as much wrong 
with it as the city of Lom poc.” Staff 
recom m ended approval, he said, on the 
basis that the proposed use, “ with ap­ 
propriate conditions, will have a sim ilar 
effect on the surroundings as uses per­ 
m itted in the CH zone either as a m atter 
of right or subject to a conditional per 
mit " 
Staff recom m ended a review at the 
end of one year perm it length of five 


years and adequate screening 
Black who said he has been storing 
refuse trucks at a Vandenberg Village 
gas station property, pointed out the 
area isn’t a wholesome looking one. and 
included a m achine shop, wrecking yard, 
and debris strew*n properties. 
He said he and his wife have moved to 
a home on the site from Santa M aria, and 
added he had the im pression the Lompoc 
City Council “ generally approved” of the 
perm it request. There were no protests 
from area landowners at the City Council 
session when the project was discussed, 
he added

The new 10-member County Planning Com­ 
mission was fully assembled for the first time 
Wednesday — and what some county observers 
feared would happen did happen at the outset. 
On its first decision as an enlarged commis­ 
sion. the planning body was deadlocked in a 5-5 
vote, with chairman Darwin Sainz, of Los 
Alamos, presiding 
With six new members sitting on the commis­ 
sion this year, the commission cast its first tie 
vote at a public hearing on proposed rezoning by 
Vandenberg Village Development Co to set up a 
convenience center in the village The commis­ 
sion was enlarged from nine to ten members 
this year 


The motion of Commissioner Charles Graver, 
of Goleta, to require a General Plan change 
rather than a rezoning of the property lost out in 
the tie vote, and a later motion by Commissioner 
Carol Nash, of Vandenberg Village, to continue 
the hearing to Feb 23 and direct a redraft of the 
county zoning ordinance to include for con­ 
sideration uses to allow a mini-warehouse, of­ 
fice space and research laboratories to be set up 
in a shopping center-planned commercial zone, 
passed by a 7-3 vote 


Service businesses and a financial institution 
are also planned for the complex to be added to 
an existing roller rink on property generally 
located on the south side of Vulcan Drive, and 
east side of Consteallation Rd 
Developer William Ebbert told the board the 
community was particularly in need of the mini­ 
warehouse complex, with Mrs. Nash in agree­ 
ment Rezoning from highway commercial and 
single-residential districts with planned com­ 
mercial overlays is sought 
On the second item on the agenda, the com­ 
mission then voted 10-0 on a motion by Mrs 
Nash to recommend rezoning to allow a 47-unit 


residential development on the southeast side of 
Oakhill Dr., Vandenberg Village, to be known as 
Oakhill Cluster Homes. Rezoning from un­ 
limited agricultural to design residential was 
given approval The commission allowed a one- 
year time extension on the tentative map. 
Ralph Griffin, chairman of the land use com­ 
m ittee of Vandenberg Village Assn., said his 
group firmly 
supported the Oakhill project, 
which Ebbert said represented the last develop­ 
ment in the golf course area. 
Commissconer Nash said she had heard some 
criticism of the development insofar as drainage 
and water overdraft problems, but felt the 
criticism “has been resolved" by county depart­ 
ment heads responding to the problems. But she 
wanted the record to show, however, she added, 
that environmental reports showed concern with 
th e 
“ c u m u la tiv e 
im p a c ts of m o re 
developments" in the area. 
Final development plan for a 24-unit apart­ 
ment development by the same company in 
Vandenberg Village was continued for a week to 
Feb 16 pending a recalculation of gross acreage 
to determine whether 23 or 24 units would be 
allowed The property is on the east side of Mesa 
Circle Dr , west of Burton Mesa Blvd 
Speaking of the need for the mini-warehouse. 
Ebbert said “it's only use would be storage...and 
I as a builder could be its biggest tenant we’ve 
got about $200,000 worth of inventory scattered 
all over " 
The “ tran sien t tra d e " m akes a mini- 
warehouse in the area a necessity. Ebbert con­ 
tinued He pointed out people could not store all 
their goods in making moves and having one-car 
garages for the most part 
"Storage is a tremendous problem in our com­ 
munity of some 1,800 homes," he continued 
"We won't take trailers or boats, though we may 
take an antique car

Orlov’s arrest was first an­ 
nounced by fellow dissident 
Andrei Sakharov, who said

Orange County would pay $260 
“ I think it’s unconscionable 
that a safe d riv er — ju st 
because he parks his car in a 
certain place — pays m ore,” 
Hahn said 
He c a lle d for a m a jo r 
legislative investigation of the 
insurance industry to stop a 
“ rip off” of drivers because of 
insurance company efforts to 
boost profits 
The Rev 
Luis O livares, 
pastor of La Soledad Cahtolic 
church in East Los Angeles and 
a member of a neighborhood 
organization, accused the insur­ 
ance industry of “ gouging 
persons and then providing 
minimum services.”

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Super batteries may make 
electric cars practical

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Electric utilities and their 
customers may reap the first 
big benefits from super batter­ 
ies now coming off the drawing 
board, but experts say the 
development will make electric 
cars practical within a few 
years 
Authorities at the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration say it may take 
orders from the utilities, where 
batteries can help solve power 
generation problems, to prompt 
construction of factories that 


ultimately would provide elec­ 
tric car batteries as well. 
The new battery designs may 
give electric cars a range of 100 
miles between charges in the 
early 1980s and allow them to 
travel for 250 miles at a stretch 
within the next decade, experts 
say 
Car owners might lease bat­ 
teries instead of owning them, 
they say, switching battery 
packs at service stations much 
as they now fill gasoline tanks.

ERDA's goal is to improve 
existing lead-acid batteries and 
create new batteries using 
other m aterials that produce 
more power per pound of bat­ 
tery weight, Pezdirtz said. 


“Electric vehicles with these 
advanced batteries will have 
much better performance than 
anything we see today.” said 
Dr Albert Landgrebe. chief of 
the battery development pro­ 
gram 


The typical electric car today 
has a range of 50 to 70 miles at a 
speed of 25 miles per hour, but 
can go only 25 or 35 miles at 50 
m p h 
It takes about 1,100 
pounds of batteries to achieve 
that kind of performance in a 
3.750-pound car

AMMAN. Jordan (UPI) - 
Queen Alia, the 28-year-old wife 
of King Hussein, died Wednes­ 
day in the crash of a military 
helicopter carrying her home 
from a hospital inspection tour 
King Hussein, his deep voice 
breaking with grief, announced 
the death of his third wife over 
Jordan s radio and television 
stations. 
“I mourn my Alia, the queen, 
my precious companion,” Hus­ 
sein said in wavering tones 
“ Mv Alia will not return 
because God has decided to 
take her to his side She gave 
me a lot and I depended on her 
we had a very happy life 
together ” 
Alia and Hussein, m arried for 
five years, had a son and a 
daughter 
M in ister of H ealth Mo­ 
hammed Al Bashir, an air force 
medic and the helicopter’s pilot 
also died in the crash, which oc­ 
curred during a violent rain­ 
storm as they were returning to 
the capital from a visit to 
Tafila, about 140 miles to the 
south 
Flags were immediately low­ 
ered to half staff under gray 
skies and schools and govern­ 
m ent offices closed for a 
weeklong period of national 
mourning 
Alia, a striking, fair-haired 
woman, was some 13 years 
younger than her husband She 
was devoted to public welfare, 
social work and child care and 
often visited social institutions 
and hospitals 
The former Alia Toukan. she 
was the daughter of Jordan s 
U N Ambassador Baha-Eddin 
Toukan and member of a dis­ 
tinguished Palestinian family 
from the West Bank town of 
Nablus 
Born in C airo, raised in 
Rome. New York and other 
world capitals and educated at 
New York's Hunter College the 
cosmopolitan Alia accompanied 
Hussein on many of his official 
trips 
The king said he learned the 
news of his wife’s death after a 
meeting with U N 
Secretary 
General K urt Waldheim, in 
Amman on a six-nation tour of 
the Middle East 
King Hussein has lived a life 
marked by sadness, tragedies 
and violence 
At 16, he saw his grandfather. 
King Abdullah, gunned down by 
an assassin in Jerusalem and 
himself escaped death only 
because a bullet hit a military 
medal on his uniform

C u r r e n t f r e ez e 
damage estim ates may have to 
be raised later if warm weather 
in F l o r i d a from now on 
promotes dropping and deterio­ 
ration of freeze-damaged fruit 
they indicated 
The departm ent’s Crop Re­ 
porting Board Wednesday an­ 
nounced on the basis of Feb l 
conditions, the 1976-77 orange 
crop was estimated at 248.6 
million boxes, down 11 per cent 
from a 278 6 million box pre­ 
freeze forecast based on Jan 1 
conditions 
Despite that decline, which 
included a 14 per cent cut from 
January orange prospects in 
Florida, the national estim ate 
remained record-high. 3 per 
cent above the previous peak 
crop of 242 6 million boxes in 
1975-76 
A department economist said 
after the crop report that it 
foreshadowed continued ade­ 
quate to plentiful consum er 
supplies of orange products at 
retail prices that may be only 
slightly higher than a year 
earlier 
D e p a r t m e n t 
e x p e r t s 


previously had said that despite 
some hikes in vegetable and 
ci t rus p ric e s due to this 
winter’s cold weather, they’ve 
made no changes in forecasts of 
a “ m oderate” 3 to 4 per cent 
1977 food inflation rate 
The 
fruit and vegetable increases 
will be offset by a bigger-than- 
expected m eat supply, they 
said 
Citrus specialists said orange 
losses to the freeze so far have 
been minimized because cool 
weather in late January held 
damaged fruit on the trees, 
allowing farm ers to harvest it 
for juice processing If tem per­ 
atures climb into the 65 to 75 
degree range, more fruit could 
drop and be lost, they said 
Another survey to update es­ 
tim ates of freeze damage will 
be made Feb 15. officials said 
The citrus report said grape­ 
fruit production was forecast as 


of Feb 1 at 69 9 million boxes, 
down 11 per cent from a month 
ago and slightly below last 
year Lemon production was es­ 
timated at 26.6 million boxes, 
unchanged from last month and 
up from last year’s 17 8 million 
boxes.

Troop is part of the youth 
program of som e institution of 
the community. These institu­ 
tions are churches, schools, 
service or fraternal clubs, 
farm or business organiza­ 
tions, or responsible groups of 
citizen s that sponsor the 
Scouting program for boys in 
and around their area. 
The 
sponsor 
(institution 
c h a r te r e d 
to c a r r y on 
Scouting) appoints three or 
more men to serve as “the 
board of directors” of the un­ 
it This group, known as the 
unit com m ittee, is responsible 
for the selection of the key 
leadership- the Cubmaster or 
Scoutmaster.

Salmon opener 
is promising 


Reports from both northern and southern ports indicate that con­ 
ditions are excellent for salmon season, which kicks off Saturday. 
The word from Avila is that the water temperature is perfect, 
and salmon have been sighted in the area. Santa Barbara’s Sea 
Landing reports that bait is in the water, and the fish are just out­ 
side the harbor A salmon that was estimated to be 30 inches long 
found its way into the harbor over the weekend and swam along the 
dock, gathering a crowd of spectators. 
Port San Luis will be running a salmon boat every day of the 
week The boat will leave port at 6:30 in the morning and return at 
two in the afternoon The fare is $20, up two from last year. 
Sea Landing will offer a three-quarter day boat on weekdays, for 
$18 The boat leaves at seven On weekends, two half-day boats will 
be offered The price is $12 a trip, and the boats leave at 7 a.m. and 
12:30 
The salmon season is open for all fishermen south of Tomales 
Bay 
Prospects for a good opening day are based on the good catches 
of small two-year-old king salmon by San Francisco Bay area 
fishermen at the end of the 1976 season 
These kings will form the bulk of this year’s catch, as three-year- 
olds which will average six to eight pounds by the middle of 
February 
Although 1976 ocean salmon sport landing estimates have not 
been finalized, preliminary figures show landings should approach 
150,000 fish 
In the last 10 years, the average catch has been 183,000 salmon 
The last count for the 1975 season showed only 123.000. the worst 
season of this decade 
Rockfishing is still producing limits off the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel Islands, but coastal fishing is very slow 
Avila is ex­ 
periencing three quarter limit days, fishing from Points Purisima 
and Sal 
Steelhead are still being caught off the Pismo pier, and steelhead 
have been sighted near the mouths of freshwater creeks in that 
area 
For freshwater fishing. Cachuma is still the best bet. being the 
most heavily planted lake in the area 
Some 4.000 half-pound trout were dumped in yesterday, and the 
fishing is at a premium The bait fishermen from shore are still 
having the best luck, catching the planters on cheese and eggs. The 
trollers are having a much more difficult time, catching the larger 
fish, but only getting about two a rod 
Bass fishing is still fair, with smallmouths making up 75 percent 
of the catch 
The biggest fish of the week was a six-pound 
largemouth caught on plastic worms 
At Lopez Lake the anglers arc still catching mostly trout, with 
bass fishing on the slow side. 
Most of the trout being taken are planters, about 12 inches long, 
caught from the banks Near limits are being had, fishing in the 
early morning for the trout 


Wildlife drinkers will be installed in three critically water-short 
desert mountain ranges this spring by Department of Fish and 
Game crews aided by volunteers willing to perform hard physical 
labor for no pay except personal satisfaction 
Wildlife drinkers will be installed in the Nopah Mountains of Inyo 
County, at Kelso Peak in northeastern San Bernardino County, and 
in the Clark Mountains. 
The three projects are expected to cost a total of $13,500 
Wildlife drinkers usually consist of an entrapment for runoff 
water, large storage tanks to hold the water, and a drinking basin 
m which the water level is maintained by means of a float valve 
Volunteers for the installation work come from such groups as 
sportsmen’s clubs. Boy Scouts, the Sierra Club and other organiza­ 
tions interested in providing sorely needed desert water facilities 
for bighorn sheep and other wildlife

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Brown drafts bill on premature release of convicts

Anthony Kline. Brown's 
legal affairs adviser. Wednes­ 
day said the proposed bill is 
designed to “ clean up” parts of 
a controversial new law. which 
changes the state’s 60-vear-old 
indeterminate 
sentencing 
law 
Many officials and lawmak 
ers have expressed fears that 
the new statute would result in 
the premature release of thou­ 
sands of convicts 
Under the law the parole- 
granting Adult Authority would 
be renamed the Community- 
R e le a s e 
B o a r d 
B o a r d 
members would have 90 days to 
review the cases of all 22.000 
men in California’s prisons and 
determine whether they had 
served enough time for their 
crimes under the law, or should 
be held longer 
The Department of Correc­ 
tions has estimated that as 
many as 1.300 convicts could 
receive 
windfall’’ early re­ 
lease dates under the plan 


Conference 
called on 


Kline said the legislation, 
which will be introduced in the 
Assembly, makes mechanical 
changes in the law to insure 
“ that the number of prisoners 
released prematurely will be 
reduced to zero. " 
He said the bill, to be carried 
bv Assemblvmen Daniel Boat- 


wright. D-Concord, and Bruce 
Nestande, R-Orange. also pro­ 
poses stiffer penalties for white 
collar crimes, such as fraud 
and embezzlement 
Kline said two steps will be 
taken in the Brown administra­ 
tion bill to prevent premature 
prison releases 


One step would remove the 
90-day limitation and substitute 
that with “ a reasonable time" 
limit for authorities to review 
the records of all prisoners 
The second step would divide 
the Community Release Board 
into three parts, allowing pan­ 
els of three members to review 


inmate records rather than 
requiring all nine members to 
handle each case 
Such a plan could allow the 
board to review the cases more 
quickly and more thoroughly 
The “ clean up" legislation, 
which was originally scheduled 
to be introduced in the Senate. 


would also provide longer 
sentences for persons who are 
convicted of violent crimes. 
“ We will accomplish this by 
making certain changes in the 
law concerning consecutive 
sentences for violent offenses 
and by enhancing terms where 
the crime is aggravated by 


violence," Kline said 
Kline 
said the proposed legislation 
would strike limits on the 
amount of time a crirriinal 
could serve for repeat offenses. 
The new law provides that a 
person caught stealing by 
forgery or fraud would have his 
or her sentence increased by

rest Wednesday said one con­ 
cern is that the project is 
proposed as a 1 900 megawatt 
facility but only 1 000 mega­ 
watts can be justified for use in 
San Diego Gas & Electric s ser­ 
vice area by the mid-1980s 
He said other utilities have 
agreed to study participation in 
the project, but 24 per cent of 
the power still does not have an 
identified consumer 
The commission later this 
year is scheduled to decide 
whether to approve the first 
half of an application by San 
Diego Gas & Electric to con­ 
struct the Sundesert plant 
Forrest said a committee of 
the commission should “ with­ 
hold a favorable judgment” un­ 
til problems are resolved and 
added that the utility company 
“ recognizes the issues we are 
concerned with and has already 
begun addressing some of these 
questions “ 
Forrest said there are “ seri­ 
ous questions" about San Diego 
Gas & Electric s ability to 
finance the project without 
major rate changes by the 
Public Utilities Commission 
In addition it does not appear 
any two sites are acceptable at 
this point because of limited 
resources, especially water 
The law requires that two alter­ 
nate sites be approved by the 
commission 
However, Forrest suggested 
that the utility ask for approval 
under a provision permitting 
the commission to accept only 
one site if the utility has made a 
"good faith effort" to find 
alternatives

C Bers turn to 
ham radio 


By Ink Dipper 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Ink 
Dipper (KYZ-3918) i* the han­ 
dle of the editor of The CB 
Times-Journal.) 
CBers by the thousands are 
leaving citizens band for the 
more complicated and, to 
some extent, more rewarding 
amateur radio system. 
They’ve been turned off by 
the rudeness of many fellow 
CBers, blatant disrespect for 
the law and the sometimes 
disappointing range of CB 
transceivers. 
“There are probably 25,000 
people taking amateur (radio) 
courses now, compared with 
3,000 to 4,000 taking them in 
1974,” says Charles Harris, 
club and training manager for 
the American Radio Relay 
League, a nationwide club 
representing 
132,000 
amateurs, or hams as they’re 
usually called. 
“ About 90 per cent of these 
new hams are coming out of 
CB,” he estimates. 
Consider Jerry and Lillie 
Murchison, who bought CB 
equipment four years ago, 
well before the explosion of in­ 
terest in CB that has in­ 
creased 10-fold the number of 
people on the band. 
“ Jerry could call me and 
say he was 30 minutes from 
home, and I could start 
d in n e r,” 
says 
Mrs. 
Murchison. 
But since that time, CB has 
become congested 
Many 
operators use overpowered 
equipment, obscene language 
and bad manners. 


The Murchisons sold their 
CB equipment (which cost 
about $350) and bought 
amateur gear for nearly twice 
as much. Now they can com­ 
municate with “ friendly, 
polite, willing-to-help” hams 
who may be on the other side 
of town or the other side of the 
world. 


But switching to ham isn't 
as easy as just spending some 
money. Hams have to be able 
to send and receive the Inter­ 
national Morse Code at speeds 
that vary with the four classes 
of licenses And they also have 
to know radio theory and 
techniques which grow more 
complicated with each license 
step 


Of course each license step 
also allows hams more 
freedom. While CBers are 
limited to four watts of 
transmitting power, many 
hams are able to use up to 1,- 
000 watts. 


They communicate with 
faraway hams in technically 
exotic ways — bouncing their 
signals off satellites or the 
moon in some instances. And 
while, like CBers, they help 
other people, hams assist in 
emergencies which occur 
thousands of miles away. 
They relay messages, tie in 
distant hams with telephone 
communications and pick up 
distress calls from aircraft, 
ships at sea and scientific ex­ 
peditions. 


People who ve been in ham 
radio for years are feeling the 
CB-related growth Old-time 
hams complain about the 
crowding of their previously 


wide open airwaves. There is 
also hostility among hams 
towards CBers. They resent 
the CBers because obtaining a 
license is no more com­ 
plicated than filling out a 
form and mailing it to the 
right address. 


But hams have begun to 
welcome CBers. 


“ We’re all for it,” says 
Harris of the ARRL. “ CBers 
are like converted alcoholics. 
They know how bad it is on the 
other side. 


"They bend over to do a 
good job as hams. They come 
in with less knowledge but 
more enthusiasm, and they 
turn into excellent hams.” 


And many hams also 
become CBers. They see ad­ 
vantages in having a CB unit 
on the highway and being able 
to reach someone locally 
without searching the fre­ 
quencies for contact. 


But don’t count on these 
hams admitting that they also 
have CB rigs, especially while 
talking to other hams. 


Harris, for instance, is a 
CBer. “ A tremendous number 
of hams are CBers” he says, 
“ but a lot of us are a little 
reluctant to admit it until we 
find out the other guy is too.”

By Oswald & James Jacoby 
Old man Z who used to be 
the declarer in the old auction 
bridge columns was engaged 
in a game of rubber bridge for 
a change. 
Hence, when his partner 
gave him a positive response 
to his opening two bid, Z 
checked for aces and put the 
contract in seven spades to 
score the 100 honors in addi­ 
tion to the rubber and grand- 
slam bonuses. 
West opened the queen of 
diamonds. Z played dummy’s 
ace and remarked*, “ This 
looks a lot like a hand Sidney 
Lenz had me play in 1927 It 
looks as if East is going to 
show up with five trumps to 
the ten and 1 had better plan a 
double coup.” 
Then Z came to his hand by 


ruffing a low diamond and 
cashed two high trumps. Sure 
enough, West showed out on 
the second trump lead. 
Now Z cashed his ace and 
king of hearts and led a club to 
dummy's queen 
This was 
followed by another diamond 
ruff to leave Z with three 
trumps and two clubs East 
who had been following suit 
right along was down to three 
trumps, one diamond and one 
club 
Now Z went to dummy with 
the ace of clubs, led the queen 
of hearts, showed his hand and 
claimed. 
Note that if Z had not ruffed 
that diamond at trick two he 
would not have been able to 
develop the coup

from 
the television 
set, I have developed 
an 
anti-brainwashing 
technique to a point of 
near-perfection 
For instance, when 
on te le v is io n th e 
benevolent baby-sitter 
who brings her own 
toothpaste to a baby­ 
sitting job says, “Just 
as the fluoride gets 
into teeth to set up a 
tough 
s h ie ld ...” 
I 
become surrounded by 
a tough mental shield that causes the 
words of the rest of the commercial to 
bounce off me like bullets off Super­ 
man’s chest. 
I have a total lapse of memory until 
the announcer says, “ .. Be sure to avoid 
between-meal treats and have regular 
checkups.”

Since, as I said, the system is only 
near-perfect, and therefore not totally 
effective, sometimes I have to admit 
that frustration sets in. 
For e x a m p le , so m e tim e s the 
automatic switch in my brain cuts back 
in just as the announcer is concluding. 
“So come in today and buy any car in the 
showroom for only 99 cents.” 
Or, ".. and remember, if you are 
among the first five to call the numbers 
we just showed you on the screen, the 
trip to Tahiti is yours.” 
This has served only to make me 
realize even more the superiority of new­ 
spaper advertising over that done by the 
electronic media. After hearing only the 
tail-end of a provocative commercial 
that I might be interested in. I realize 
that no amount of mental gymnastics 
will ever allow me to recall which auto 
dealer was offering the spectacular 
bargain or which brand name I was sup­ 
posed to remember. 
When it is in print, however, it is there 
to be read and re-read as often as neces­ 
sary, or even to clip out if desired and 
carry around as a reminder Try doing 
that with a television or radio commer­ 
cial' 
It suddenly dawned on me that, as a 
result of my commercial shutoff system . 
I could not remember a single brand 
name that has been spieled over the 
television set for the past couple of 
months 


I am not saying that this is bad. I have 
been able to avoid all sorts of unwanted 
sales pitches. However, they say that an 
idle mind is the devil's workshop, so to 
make up for the lull during which the 
cutoff system is in operation, I have been 
able to create my own endings for the 
opening sentences of popular commer­ 
cial messages which never get finished 
since the blackout mechanism aut­ 
omatically engages after the first few 
words. 
I think 
my made-up commercial 
endings are more interesting anyway. 
For example: 
"Why trade a headache ... for the 
bubonic plague?” 
"Here is reason No. 5 why ... you 
should v isit San Quentin in the 
springtime ” 
“There’s just one word for beer ... and 
that’s ble-e-e-echhh! ” 
“Don’t get dressed without ... putting 
your clothes on.” 
“How do you handle a hungry man? ... 
Very carefully.” 
“You’ve got ring around the ...rosie.” 
“ Four out of five dentists surveyed ... 
didn’t need it.” 
“At McDougall’s we do it all for ... 
money.” 
"Aren’t you glad you use ... Record 
Classified Ads?” 
"The next time you get diarrhea...” 
Well, you’ve got the idea by now. Make 
up your own ending for the last one 


Fears for new law! 


On Sept. 19. 1973, a 37-year-old radio 
disc jockey fled to the southerly deadend 
of Miguelito Canyon Road, ostensibly to 
take his own life with a rifle he was 
known to have in his possession 
It was assumed at the time that the 
man was confused and distraught as a 
result of his arrest on charges of sexually 
molesting young boys 
The man was out of 
jail awaiting court ac­ 
tion on his case 
Whether he wanted 
to take his own life in 
the first place, or 
whether the idea of 
suicide dissolved in 
that shadowy vale 
between 
contempla­ 
tion and action, was 
u n certain 
In any 
e v e n t , 
s h e r i f f ’s 
deputies armed with a 
variety of weapons, 
closed off the man’s 
escape route. In the 
final confrontation, a 
deputy's firearm dis­ 
charged and the quarry fell with a bullet 
wound in the head. 
That man was Lawrence Decker, an 
easygoing entertainer with a prior 
police record for child molestation A 
child in the lexicon of the law is anyone 
up to 14 years of age 
Decker recovered from his wound, 
stood trial, was finally convicted of a sex 
crime and wound up at the state prison 
facility for disturbed sexual offenders at 
Atascadero. Why this relook at a sordid 
case that shocked the community? 
Decker is one of literally hundreds of 
felons who see a breath of early freedom 
in the new determinate sentence law ef­ 
fective July 1 Decker was brought back 
to Santa Barbara Superior Court for a 
hearing last Friday and faces another 
superior court hearing today Wednes­ 
day, Decker or his attorney filed a 
declaration with the court seeking cer­ 
tain internal records compiled during his 
nearly four year’s incarceration 
In the opinion of some observers 
Decker might qualify for release now — 
automatically And so may hundreds of 
other felons 
The new law troubled law enforce­ 
ment State Atty Gen. Evelle Younger 
stumped the state speaking against 
legislation SB 42 that eventually became 
the determinate sentence law Younger 
and others conjured up the specter of 
potentially dangerous individuals being 
turned loose on the community. It may 
not turn out that bad. but the jury is still 


out on the merits of the issue and may be 
out for some time It will take years to 
assess the impact of the law, barring 
amendments that might close some of 
the worst loopholes 
When the law becomes effective, a 
judge will have little choice, but to 
release prisoners who meet simple 
criteria. 
Here is a summary of the law’s im­ 
port: California’s new sentencing law 
generally substitutes for the indeter­ 
minate sentence law. a system whereby 
the judge selects a term of imprison­ 
ment from three statutory choices, with 
a new state agency adm inistering 
revised provisions relating to sentenc­ 
ing. good time credit and parole 


The new law specifies for numerous 
crimes, fixed alternative sentences such 
as two, three or four years; or three, 
four or five years, or five, six or seven 
years and provides for an alternative of 
16 months or two or three years where 
the terms are not otherwise prescribed 
The law does a lot more, too detailed to 
go into here

Nixon delays filming 


WASHINGTON - Richard Nixon, that 
lonely, suspicious former president who 
fought so hard for public approval and 
was rebuffed so often, is still grimly 
determined to regain the respect of his 
countrymen. 
At his San Clemente exile, he is totally 
absorbed in his last 
battle for public es­ 
teem. He is pouring his 
heart into his memoirs 
and preparing for a 
marathon 
television 
a p p e a r a n c e w ith 
David Frost. 
But 
th e 
autobiography is going 
so painstakingly slow 
that he offered Frost 
$100.000 to postpone 
the film ing of the 
television 
interviews 
for two months. 
The two men. with 
p rod u cer 
M arvin 
Minoff sitting in, dis­ 
cussed the delay at 
San Clemente. Nixon said he would like 
to hold up the filming, scheduled for 
January, until he caught up on his 
memoirs He blamed the slowdown on 
the difficulty he has encountered con­ 
sulting his tapes and papers, which are 
tied up in Washington by the courts. 
"Look," said Nixon, "I’ll give you 
back $100.000 if you’ll postpone the time. 
I can’t do it while I’m working on the 
book this way.” 
Frost is paying Nixon an estimated 
$600,000 for the tv deal. Although Frost 
was upset over holding up the inter­ 
views, he agreed to a two-month post­ 
ponement and generously rejected the 
$100.000 
When Frost wrote out a check for the 
first payment, incidentally, the old 
money-minded Nixon emerged for a mo­ 
ment. He quibbled with his agent, Irving 
“Swifty" Lazar, over who should get the 
check. 
Both Frost and Lazar explained that 
the agent always receives the payment 
and distributes the money. "I never 
heard of that,” grumped Nixon. He 
cooled down, however, after Lazar 
promised to deliver Nixon’s share within 
24 hours after the check was deposited 
The former president stands to collect 
an additional more than $2 million from 
Warner Books for his memoirs. He now 
hopes to complete the manuscript by 
next December 21. 
Under the new agreement with Frost, 
Nixon will submit to 24 hours of question­ 
ing in front of the cameras The filming 
will begin in March, however, instead of 
January The 17 hours of "out-takes,” 
the unused parts of the film, will become 
Frost’s property. But he cannot use them 
without Nixon's permission.

It’s the desire to restore his name 
more than the money that is driving Nix­ 
on. his friends say. This dogged, 
dauntless man, with the unfortunate sl­ 
oping nose, the marionette hand gestures 
and the 
rob ot-lik e p erso n a lity , 
desperately wants to be remembered 
favorably. 
They insist there is a warm. shy. sen­ 
sitive man beneath the psychological 
scar tissue he accumulated as he drove 
himself into one bruising battle after 
another, slashing his way to the top, suf­ 
fering inwardly from the political 
shellfire 


The friends say this deeply private 
Nixon will reveal himself at last in the 
painstaking memoirs and the seven 
hours on the tv tube His marathon tv ap­ 
pearance, they predict, will have the im­ 
pact of “Roots ” 


But his critics are skeptical 
They 
suspect he will try to duplicate his 
celebrated 1952 performance, a tv appeal 
to the nation during which he invoked 
every emotional gimmick from his little 
dog "Checkers” to his wife’s cloth coat. 
They expect to see the same old Nixon, 
as evasive and artificial and self-serving 
as ever. 


The nation awaits meanwhile, the next 
chapter in the incredible Richard Nixon 
story. 


BLOOD MONEY — The profiteers at 
Rockwell International apparently don’t 
care how they make a buck. They recent­ 
ly attempted to sell $5 million worth of 
sophisticated fingerprint identification 
equipment to the repressive Chilean 
military dictatorship. 
The deal was stopped cold by the 
federal government 
Officials turned 
down the company's request for an ex­ 


port license, because of the possibility 
that the fingerprint machine could be 
used for political repression 
Every Chilean citizen is required to 
carry an identification card, stamped 
with his fingerprints, at all times. With 
Rockwell’s new gismo, the Chilean 
police could sort out and identify with 
frightening efficiency whose prints 
belonged to whom 


A Rockwell spokesman said the 
federal officials apparently misunder­ 
stood "the use and nature of the 
equipment ” It would be used by the 
national police for crime detection, not 
the secret police for political suppres­ 
sion. the spokesman said 


The license application lists the 
purchaser as Chile’s Ministry of 
Defense Both police agencies are under 
its wing 


Meanwhile, Computer Decisions, a 
computer trade magazine, is preparing 
to publish a disturbing account of how 
Latin American dictatorships are using 
computers as tools of oppression 


The unpublished article describes how 
the Chilean junta rounded up masses of 
suspected dissidents, confiscated their 
identification cards and then used com­ 
puters to compare the cards with dos­ 
siers 


In all too many countries, spying 
devices and intrusive interrogations 
have been brought together in eternal un­ 
ion Now the use of computerized master 
files could extinguish forever the right of 
privacy in those countries. 


Footnote: Exiles told Computer Deci­ 
sions they had reason to believe that dos­ 
siers were shared among the police 
forces of the Latin American countries.

Terror (II) 


BUENOS AIRES — Jorge Luis Borges 
tends to avoid politics. He is, after all. 
preoccupied At 77, arguably the best liv­ 
ing writer in the world, he is blind and 
has been for 20 years; having read "The 
Divine Comedy” in Italian only 11 times, 
he is in a hurry to get back to it, though 
of course it will need now to be read to 
him. He has written 35 
books, so he is busy at 
work 
on three new 
ones simultaneously. 
When Peron first 
cam e to power 32 
years ago. Borges ex­ 
e r t e d 
h i m s e l f 
politically to the ex­ 
tent of signing a 
mani fes to against 
hi m. 
In 
r e t u r n , 
Borges’ mother and 
sister were put in 
prison, and Borges 
lost his job in the 
l i b r a r y . 
He w il l 
e n g a g e 
h i m s e l f 
politically nowadays 
only "when the barbarians are at the 
gate.” Then the big question: what is his 
position on the ruling junta in Argentina9 
“They are gentlemen ." He would go no 
further. 
In a sense he did not need to do so. 
General Videla, by almost everyone’s es­ 
timate, is that. Well, will he lead Argen­ 
tina to democracy? Borges’ answer; 
"Perhaps in a hundred years.” But on 
reflection a few moments later he in­ 
terrupted himself. "You had better 
make that 500 years.” Now, General 
Videla has said he wishes to head his 
country toward democracy, but he would 
no sooner venture to put a date on its 
realization than Abraham Lincoln would 
have given a date for the ending of the 
Civil War after the Battle of Bull Run. 
There is simply too much to do, too many 
people being killed, too many people suf­ 
fering from the economic dislocation 
caused by the terrorists. 
Life, to be sure, goes on. During the Se­ 
cond World War, Oxford and Cambridge 
still rowed against each other The other 


day, the annual International Ocean Sail­ 
ing Race. Buenos Aires to Rio, took off: 
32 boats, one American entry At the 
Yacht Club it was all clutter, bars doing 
great business, beautiful women coming 
in to see their husbands and sweethearts 
take off. 


Only strangers noticed what Argen­ 
tines take for granted: several dozen 
soldiers with automatic weapons There 
was enough firepower at the Argentina 
Yacht Club to level a moderate-sized 
town At the local school for the children 
of foreign executives, the enrollment is 
down 75 per cent. Foreign companies 
cannot afford to pay ransoms in excess 
of 10 million dollars to keep a man on the 
field, and cannot afford the only kind of 
security that is effective. There are 72 
persons guarding the American Ambas­ 
sador and his family: at a cost of one 
million dollars per year Among the ef­ 
fects being protected at the American 
Ambassador’s residence is a plaque 
commemorating the visit in that building 
of President Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
between November 30 and December 2nd 
1936 


The plaque features a single phrase 
from a declaration by the President on 
that occasion; "Democracy is still the 
hope of the world." In South America, 
democracy brought them Peron, twice. 
Democracy proved not the hope of 
Argentina, but the undoing of Argentina. 


And now they need to go back and start 
all over again. There is total freedom of 
the press, which abounds with criticism 
of this or that act or this or that govern­ 
ment official. The policies of Martins de 
Hoz, the ascetic, scholarly Minister of 
the Economy, are hotiy debated But the 
government has the right not to censor, 
but to close down newspapers, and did so 
last week, ordering La Opinion closed for 
43 hours The fight against inflation is 
painful, but progress is being made 
Americans owe them pa^ence and un­ 
derstanding. That is why it is absolutely 
critical to know whether in fact we are 
dealing with gentlemen.
